The purpose of this bibliography is to guide the 
investigator toward the prin ,ipal sources that cover the area of 
health and the Amish. It is by no means comprehensive, but the 
attenept was made to completely cover ]980 to 1989. During the 
compilation of this document, five major areas of exploration became 
evident and comprise the five major sections of this bibliography.

Joseph A. Hostetler? author of Amish Society , described the 
Amish as '*...a church? a community, a spiritual union? a conserva- 
tive branch of Christianity? a religion? a community whose members 
practice simple and austere living, a familistic entrepreneur ing 
system? and an adaptive human community," (1) They have settled 
primarily in Pennsylvania? Ohio, Indiana? Iowa? Michigan? New Yor^, 
and Ontario? Canada. According to Hostetler, they are the "direct 
descendants of the Anabaptists of si ;cteenth~century Europe.,.;" 
were named after thei r 1 eader , Jacob Amman ; are a branch of the 
Swiss brethren (one of three groups resulting from the Anabaptist 
novement ) (E)? and came to America during two peak immigration 
periods, 1727-1770 and 1815-1860. (3)
